Steppage of a Traim and Attempted
Kobbexy of §300,000,

A Brownsville (Texas) correspondent, writing
on the 18ih instapt, rélutes that on Monday
night, the 10th fnstaut, a conduectn from Mon-
terey, with £300.000 in specie, was attacked
within three mitles of Matamoros by six despe-
radors, who suceceded fn tuking possession of
the train, The guard, sctiug as escort to the
treasure, conslsting ol tharty men well armed
with Henry rifles, were either surprised and
overcome, or perhbiups had a private understand-
ing with their ss-nilunts betorehand, and were

overcome by the prespect of shariug the
1ich  booty (with  the caplors. The six
darivg outlaws, however, succeeded in
getting  possesson  of the treasure, and

would, po doubl, bhave suceeeded o carrying
it ofl and secreting it, but one of the escort,
more daving thon the others, opened an attack
on the roubers by liriog on them ftrom oue of
the wagons, He sueceeded in shooting one of
them named Mignel Ramirez, through the head,
pnd In woundiog avother seriously, On this
show of plpck anid snceess, the remuinder of the
vacort rallied aronnd their intreprd leader, and
sncceeded in arresting four of them, Among
the Iatterie a desperado nnmed Abram Garcla.
wiio, 1t 18 said, 18 lope known 48 a4 robber and

usspssin under the nmom de guerre of Caballo
Blanco,

was under ndictment for the muarder in the

How They Cioned the Groat Plaime,

A vorrcspondent of the Meadville (Pa.) Kepub.
{roan writes from Wyoming county :—

“Ou my trip from Umahs o this ehiy [ became
acquaiuted with n My, and Mrs, Woods, on their
way to *all Loake, and sliough vot in reslity
Mormons themselves, many ol their relatives
were, and they were in charge ol one of these
Mormon tiging,

“lu Mr. and My, Woods I fonnd most agreen
ble compauions, and many o mirthiul joke prssed
over the prospect of Woods accepiing the
Mormon nith oy Lils sreival at Sult Lake; aioke,
however, that M nd Mrs, Woods counld not
fully apprecinte.

“From Bepton the Mormons left the eprs and
procecded to w puinl lour miles north, on the
north lork of the Viatte river, where tuere were
some two hopdreed and dity of thres hundeed
Wagons and fnmilies waltlng thely urelvel before
commencing  the long, wowmksome journey.
Belug urgently mvyited 1o go out to cump with
]ll--m. _I aceepted; and having seated ourselves
in w hoge emigrigd wagon, which we bhad

specinlly charlered, we were soon on our Wway
over the mountaios, and out of hearing of the

muele  of the danoce<houses, an the
bolsterous profanity of gambling  hells,
always heard In the streets of Benton.

Wo narrived at the encampment juet at tha
dinper hour, and arraoging our tollet (Y) we
soon availed ourselves of the invitatien to ‘set
up' and make ourselves ‘at home,’ So, as our
lamented Ward would any, ‘we set!” Oar ‘bill
of fure' was not just the one our friend Bidney
Colt would place before the hunery traveller,
but the condition of our stomach, sand the
novelly of the place condnced to muke this
howely repast really enjoyable. Oor =eats and
table consisted of gunoy bags spread on the
ground, our cutlery a bateher knite, our ehinn.
ware nn old emoky tin plate, a two guart basio,
or pan a8 it is known In Penussleama, tor onr
coflee cop, and our ‘bill of tare' was collee,
brend and bacon. Thie bread §s rofled aud
baked in nehes and coals over a wood firs, and
though not #0 llght as 1 hnve tusted, it wae
really very palatable,

“Dinper over we took nsiroll about the en-
campment, visiting the diferent wagons, aud
tnlking with mauy of the families who are
moxtly poor emigrants, but there were a fow
very intelligent aud respectable familles.

It was umusing 1o read the various Insorip-
tions ¢een on the covered wozons, such as
There is hiberty in Zlon,?
wanted," The girl T left bebind me,’ ete, ete, T
learned, however, that this was dope by mis-
enlevous hoys on the train. We epont the after-
voun in this way and in wulkineg aloag the banks
ol the Platte, where we found some beauntital
spec'ment of mossagate, & very fashionable nud
bund=ome setting of jewelry, and much superior
to anything I have yet sern,

YAt a certaln hour fo the evening the bagle
gounds, and all descend trom the wagons and
lorm themselves in o cirele, when a bro her
steps ont to the centre, aud with ayes and handa
volhifted, and with a ferveney sellom beard, tor
fiiteen minutes lmplores the blessing of Gal o
rest npon hia people, Imagine five or six hin-
dred peaple, 1 the darkocss of nicht, 1it up only
by the firese which they had kindled and the
sturs (rom heaven, far from civilization, out on
the broad plaine with the heavens for their
shelter, torned In A cirele, with beads bowed
and uncovered, lsteniog 1o and engaging with
o brother in prayer. who from his fervency we
buve no right to helieve iasincere, and you
bhave one of the most Impressive scenes 1 ever
witnessed,

“After prayer the ‘old folks' retired lo thelir
wagons, while the more agile and youthful
ones remuined to while away & few hours ina
dance vpon the ereen; and they cogaged in it
with a joy that knew no bouunds, and rade and
swkward as they were, in this dance 1 saw
displayed a gevopive politeness that many of
our Eastern and more polished ball-goers might
lenrn and profit by.

“Having witne-sed all there wus to be seen, [
bude adien to my Mormon triends, and returned
seain to Benton, which was now n all its pros-
perity and brillianey.”

®he Preservatiom of Law and Order.

The Charleston (3. C.) News of Saturday last
BAYS1—

')‘A meeting of & number ol the prominent
citizens and lux-ﬁu_\'ore of the city was held at
the Hibernian Hall yesterday afternoon, Mr.
Daniel Ravenel was called to the chamr, and
GGeneral Conner stated the objects of the meet-
ing. He said that there was hardly 2 man pre-
sent who did not realize the anomsalous aud
pertlous  econdition fn which the commu-
nity was living. There was not within the
State a single Court organized for the trial ot
oflenders. The muuoicipal authority was, by its
own coulessiou, powerless, Every protection
which the law lormerly aflorded wus swept
away, and yet at the same time a large portion
of the population was actuated by a spinit of
lawlessness, and meited by bad meu to deeds of
violence, in order that political capital may be
munufactured to influence the Presideutin! ¢lec-
tion, Nothing but the forbesrsnce sod self-
cuntrol ol our people had thus far srrested
copilict, The evil was clearly apparent, What
wus the appropriale remedy was nob S0 ciear,
A few gentlemen bad endenvored cavefolly to
consider the question, The wisest course that
they could suggest was that a number of the
responsible gud influentinl members ot the ¢om-
munity should atdre:s their tellow-citizous,
setting  forth  truthiully the danters which
threatened them, counseling forbearance, and
yot earnestly advisimng them to prepare them-
eclves to prolect their persons gnd property;
and that Hoo. J. B, Campbell should be re-
quested, ou behall of s fellow-citizens, to
present the adoress to the President of the
United States, und request him to take such
measores for the preservalion of the puablic
peace as in his judgment may be deemad prooer,

General Conner then read the address whieh
liad been prepared, snd which, on motion, was
adopted snd signed by all present, and ordered
1o be publishea,

the Dary News, Merewry, und Couricr. All ot
our fellow-citizens wbo are disposed to lend
theiruid to the preservation of luw und order,
are Jnvited to sign the address,

GRANT AND SHERMAN.
From the N. Y. Commerowal Advertiser,

“General Bherman has refused to commit
himself for Grant in a publie speech,— World.”

The following is from Sherman’s address
before the annual meeting of the Army of the
Tennessee: —

“After a whole year of toll and battles, variad
In adventure that wounld fill a volume, that res
nowned fortress (Vieksburg) succuambed at last
1o the army and pavy, led by two heroes that
have no superiors in any couuntry; and hoth of
whom stlll llve to reap the reward of thelr
labors—Grant and Porter”

The following was Gieneral Sherman’s speech
at Bt. Joseph:—

“Gentlemen:—Mr. Grant and mysell know
how to sppreclate any spirit of respect, but
nelither General Grant nor myself are to be dis-
conceried by avpy large crowd. We are used to
large crowos, and we canuol be dissopeeried.
General Grant has declined to mako a spesoh,
apd I think, occupving the positlon he does
before the country, ba wels the part of wisdom,

“Gentlemen, I do not In general counsel vio-
lence, but were 1 & citizen of 8Bt Joseph, I
would take that man (relerring to the one wno
eheered for Beymour and Lee), down Lo the
Missourl and duck bhim, We have fought
Hebels, nnd we thought they had enounga of
tightlog.”

The following are extracts from Sherman's
letter of March, 1564, to Graut, congratulat-
iog him upon his trinmphs;—

"“Younare now Wasblogion's legitimatle suc-
cesgor, and occupy A pusition of nlmost danger-
ous elevallon, but it you ean continae, a8 here-
tofore, 1o be yoursell, slmple, houest, an'l un-
pretending, you will epjoy through life the
